Leading off, Councilman Paul 
Davidson asked point blank if 
the builder would consider cut- 
ting off nearly 10 feet-of the 
east side of the building to pró- 
vide more space for Second St., 
traffic, 

Karrakis replied that such a 
Proposal was entirely out of the 
question since such a change 
would cost the builder and own- 
er, Samuel Ives Properties, 
thousands of dollars. Besides 
that, the stores in the center 
were leased on the basis of their 
exact sibe, not variations of 
length and widths that would 
equal the same area. 

To each of the other charges 
Karrakis replied: 

The structure was being built 
in accordance with city ordin- 
ances; there would be enough 
room for traffic if there were 
no parking on Second St., a 
large parking lot would more 
than compensate for lost space 
or customer accessibility. 

He said plans were created 
to allow incoming truck traffic 
to use the parking lot acess to 
the north alley behind Ave. A 
if space did not permit entry 
from N. W. 3rd St., thereby eli- 
minating any problems there.

Mounts’ Annual 
Ag Report Good 


A glowing picture of Palm 
Beach County's growing cattle 
raising and farming activities 
was painted last week by Coun- 
ty Agent M. U. Mounts in his an- 
nual report to the county com- 
mission. 

Mounts, a long time employee 
of the county? said in the past 
25 years vast changes have tran- 
spired in all fields of agricul- 
ture. He said years ago the aver- 
age farm tontained about 40 
acres and today the farms aver- 
age more than 600 acres each. 
In the meantime there has been 
little change in the population 
of the farmers. 

The county agent said the 
type and quality of the farming 
industry has been improved and 
by comparison in 1935, only 
1,000 acreas were planted in 
vegetables and last year the 
mark soared to 96,000 acres. 
At the present time, he said, 
more than 100,000 acres have 
been turned into improved pas- 
ture lands to take care of the 
county’s growing beef raising 
and dairy industry. 

He also pointed out that the 
sale of ornamental plants and 
cut flowers which stood at about 
$1 million several years ago, 
last year brought in from $7 to
